graphic and verbal history of 
manufacturing in the town, which 


resulted in the printing of a book. | 


let entitled, “Made in Bethel,” 
and it was thought that a detailed 
Study of one such site would sup- 
plement this historical research. 
The excavation, on the down- 
stream side of a massive stone 
dam that spans Mill Brook, has 
revealed an almost infinite supply 
of “artifacts,? both old and re- 
cent. The dam itself is a master- 
piece of stone masonry and dates, 
according to early maps, from the 
year, 1781. Tt is over 260 feet 
long, 8 to 14 feet wide, and is 
14 feet high at the mill race op- 
ening. The spillway has long since 
gone and only the slightest rem- 
nant of the mill pond is now left. 
Other early maps show that the 
site at one time operated as a 
fulling mil', birch and stave mill, 
corn factory and starch factory. 


Artifacts recovered by the clas- 
ces tend to confirm the idea of 
multiple use and include nails, 
files, bottles, china, stove pieces, 
Shafts, gears, waterwheel parts, 
and a myriad of other me- 
tal, leather and wooden objects. 
Large amounts of charcoal on the 
site lead to the conclusion that at 
least one of the buildings burned, 
or was burned, Two distirict types 
of nails, first the early, handmade 
“square” type, and second the 
“round” machine made modern 
nails, indicate ab least two dis- 
tinet periods of occupation. 


A typical day at the “Dig” con- 
sists of carefully excavating the 
ground which was been sectioned 
off into a four foot square grid 
pattern, which allows the record- 
ing of the exact location of each 
object found. The artifacts are 
numbered and the more interest- 
ing ones housed in an exhibit in 
Hanscom -Hall, Gould Academy’s 
classroom building. Artifacts such 
as broken bottles and china are re- 
glued in an effort to more pro-
